Washington, Oct. 20.—(Special 


correspondence) Exports to the val- 
ue of three billion dollars for the 
period September 1914 to August 
1915 is'the new record set by this 
country, according toligares recent- 
ly madep ublic by the Department of 
Commerce.. The nearest approach to 
tlii« record, for this particular £cr- 
iod, was in 1912-1913, under a Re- 
publican 
administration, when e'v 


ports amounted to two billion and a 
half of dollars. This was the high 
tide of our export today under nor- 
mal conditions. It came about as a 
result of our self-sufficiency at home 
and legitimate trade competition for 
foreign markets. It was unattended 
by the administration then in power 
It was made up of products which 
added to the enjoyment of Jife, not 
largely of those used for the des- 
truction of life. It was a normal, 
trade, under wise laws, efficiently 
administered, and not the result of 
a feverish demand by war-mad na- 
tions floundering in a saturnalia of 
•slaughter. 


The figures published *>y the De- 


partment of Commerce 
cover a 


twelve-months period 
when 
this 


country was actively engaged in fill- 
ing war orders to the European bel-
